The United States Weather aid 
Crop lJureau gives the following sum- 
mary of weather and crop conditions 
in Kent ucky for tlie week ending J u- 

ly 

The weather was dry: no rain of 
ai y importance occurn 1 during the 
week. Temperature was below luir- 
mal the llrstpai t of t he week : !ii>t . 
with l)rii4;lit sunshine, the latter part. 

in the western and soiiili central 
Counties the drouth has become se- 
vere and all crops are sullering. Corn 
in tills .section, though damaged in 
some lucalitics, will recover and make 
a good crop if rain falls quite soon. 
Gardens,mek»nsand newly sown grass- 
es and clover have already received se- 
rious damage; pastures arc badly burn- 
ed and short: tobacco is generally poor 
and issunVriiit: si;verely from drouth. 

In the eastern and iiortli central 
counties, corn is in exeelleiit cundi- 
tlon: tol)acco has iiiipioved and seme 
of 11 is being topped: pastures, millet, 
1,'ardeiis, melons and potatoes are in 
good conriitioii. Irish potatoes are 
especially line. 

The weather has been favorable for 
farm wurk: :il! crops are well cultiva- 
ted ,iii(| wh at and oats very nearly 
all threshed. Fairly good crops of 
oats and hay have been saved. 

Fruit IS generally inferior and scarce, 
though grapes ara good in some local- 
ities.
